The balance wheel, after being ma­ 
chined, weighs only seven grains, and 
when fitted with sixteen gold screws 
weighs 7.2 grains; there are eighty 
separate operations upon a balance- 
wheel, slxty-three of them being drill­ 
ing,

holes; the drills revolve at a speed of 
4,800 turns a minute, and one operator 
can drill upward of 2.200 holes for the 
balance wheel per day.

Who Got to the Front in Ex­ 
cellent Style. 


NOW LORD MAYOR OF OXFORD 


A Little More Than Thirty Years Ag o 
He Was Painting Houses at 
Terre Haute, Ind. 


Robert Buck ell, who In 1866 was a 
Journeyman bouse painter In Terre 
Haute, Ind., has Just been elected 
lord may or of Oxford, 
Eng land, for 
tbe third time, says the Indianapolis 
Star. 
The story of his career is a fascinat­ 
ing one, because of the obstacles he 
surmounted as an obscure work man 
In Terre Haute, and the English pre­ 
judices he afterward overcame in the 
« right little, tight little Isle.” 
His 
career has been lik ened to that of 
Judah P. Benjamin, a cabinet officer 
under the Confederacy, m’ho emigrated 
to England and attained phenomenal 
success there. 
Robert Buck ell was 25 years old 
when he left Oxford in 1866 with his 
wife and young son Fred. 
He was 
accompanied also by his brother John 
and wife, both of whom died soon af­ 
ter their arrival In America. On ship­ 
board he formed the acquaintance 
of 
a man who advised him to go 
to Terre 
Haute. 
Having started out, without 
any particular destination In view, he 
took the advice of his acquaintance, 
and in the spring, of the same year 
reached Terre Haute. 
He had learned the painting and 
plumbing trades with his father, and 
soon after his arrival In Terre Haute 
procured 
work 
as 
a Journeyman 
painter. While the young and shab­ 
bily dressed Englishman gave no indi­ 
cation to his associates of possessing 
extraordinary ability, he had in him 
the metal that compels success out of 
the barest conditions. 
He had, by 
reading and study, acquired a general

k nowledge of life and literature. He 
had in youthful debating societies and 
as a Methodist preacher developed 
his gift of public speak ing. He pos­ 
sessed unusual executive ability and 
the ability to 
read 
character and 
handle men. But all of this was un­ 
k nown to his employer and to his fel- 
low-work men. 
A resident of Terre Haute who k new 
Buck ell says he noted at that time the 
quick energy of his movements and 
the intelligent k indness of his face. 
He describes bim as under the medi­ 
um in height, with dark hair and gray 
eyes 
which 
possessed 
remark able 
force. 
Buck ell’s penetrating Insight into 
business conditions existing In Terre 
Haute at that time enabled him to 
mak e wonderful success as a contrac­ 
tor when he established himself in 
business the next year. 
Tne half dozen bosses in the city 
were pursuing a humdrum, easy-going 
style of doing business. Buck ell hus­ 
tled around for contracts and landed 
some big ones, such as the new opera 
house and the state normal school. 
He introduced the better and quick er 
methods of doing work . He sent to 
England for a number of work men, 
including a London plumber, for there 
was no good plumber in tbe city at 
the time, and rapidly added that busi­ 
ness to his other activities. 
In three years he had moved his 
little shop on Cherry street to new 
quarters at 115 Ohio street, also put­ 
ting in a stock of wall paper. 
By 
this time (1870) Mr. Buck ell was do­ 
ing the principal business in the city 
of painting, plumbing and decorating. 
He was recognized as a rapidly rising 
young business man. He was obtain­ 
ing social promience and was also in 
demand for Fourth of July and cam­ 
paign speeches. 
During 1873 Buck ell, with character­ 
istic foresight, avoided tbe oncoming 
panic by accepting a flattering offer 
coming from his old home across the 
water. 
His 
father-in-law, 
James 
Gould, a coal merchant of Oxford, of­ 
fered him a half Interest in his busl- 
ness. 
Mr. Buck ell reluctantly gave 
up his Terre Haute interests and dur­ 
ing the followii^ y w returned to Ox­ 
ford. 
There he 
was soon Inducted 
into politics by Mr. Gould. 
While there is nothing startling 
In 
Mr. Buckell's eig ht y ea « of Ufe In 
America, there U a certain dramatic 
brilliancy In his subseQuent career in 
Ox ford, where, handicapped hy hla 
Americanisms and Methodism, he soon 
broug ht about startUng chang es In 
that citadel of conserv atism and hlg n 
chnrchlsm. He completely rev olutto- 
ized political methods and brou^t 
^ictory to the liberal 
party in the 
seven counUes surrounding Ox ford. 
He obliterated the century -old feudal­ 
ism ex isting 
between 
“ town and 
town,” and built the splendid new 
municipal buUdlngs which were drtl- 
cated by King 
Edward 
Prince of Wales. 
In America Mr. Buckell 


figured as a politician, but be had 
closely observed the American politi­ 
cal methods in the face of the wrath­ 
ful opposition of the old party leaders. 
The English fashion 
of 
managing 
elections “was to do the work from 
drawing rooms and clubs, with oc­ 
casional paternal appeals to the elec­ 
tors. But Buck ell went about among 
all classes of people, mak ing friends 
among them, speak ing at all sorts of 
meetings, organizing bands of ward 
work ers, 
capturing 
an 
occasional 
meeting called by an opposing faction 
and springing all k inds of American 
surprises. 
Supercilious old fossils who had run 
the rusty party machinery according 
to their own 
stereotyped 
notions, 
whose details had been law, at first 
affected unconcern, questioned one an­ 
other as to who this forward young 
man might be, predicted 
his 
early 
downfall, then 
lost 
their 
temper, 
thumped their canes, and then fell 
under the domination of his hearty 
personality and shrewd conciliation, 
for while in the first years of his po­ 
litical life Buck ell made many ene­ 
mies, his broad and k indly spirit of 
friendship in time won over most of 
these to his side. 
Thus in 
tradition-ridden 
old Ox­ 
ford this “forward young American” 
gradually rose in successive steps. 
In 18 7 5 he became honorary member 
of the Oxford Reform league and Lib­ 
eral association. Two years later he 
was elected a member of the council. 
A year later he became high sheriff. 
A year later he was elected alderman, 
and was twice elected to. the mayor­ 
alty. He was twice re-elected, and is 
now" filling the unexpired 
term of 
Mayor Taphouse, who died January 
10. 
The American work men in Buck elFs 
shop used to bandy about with great 
gusto one of his sayings. They had 
learned to imitate to perfection the 
cock ney dialect, with the peculiar ris­ 
ing and falling 
inflection: 
“What 
blaw"sted poor hale they ’ave in this 
country,” they used to say: “nothing 
loik e w’e ’ave hat 'ome; aw% well, you 
cawnT hexpect hit, you cawn’t hex­ 
pect hit; they ’aven’t the ’ops.”

reau of the republican party, Wilson 
w’as his right-hand man. He made all 
the assignments and did the work of 
the bureau. 
Secretary Hitchcock says that he 
k nows nothing about Wilson’s politi­ 
cal status, but that it is clear his of­ 
fice was not run as it should be and 
that his dismissal was ordered for the 
good of the serv ice.

The killing of Hughes was the result 
of an old free range quarrel out in the 
new country. The shooting took place 
near Coralea, five miles south of Man­ 
gum. Yates was arrested and placed 
in jail. His bond was fixed at $20,000,

county. Yates was released on bond, 
however, before the end of the week.

The re­ 
su lt of su ch destru ction cou ld not be 
dou btfu l. 
The nu mber killed soon 
fell to 15,Ot# each year, and in 1867 
when Alaska was sold to the United 
States, it was 700. 
In 1901 it was 
406, while ia 1903 Messrs. Lampson & 
Co. of London » old 563 skins, bu t they 
had none in Janu ary, 1904, and none 
in October. 
It is not u nu su al for 
sea otter skin to sell for $500, while 
remarkably good 
skins 
may bring 
two. three or five times that price. 
The only skin which approaches 
the sea otter in valu e is that of the 
black or silver fox. 
It is said that 
good skins of the black fox have 
h em 
sold in St. Petersbu rg at from $1,500 
to $4.000. 
A pair of silver skins in 
London sold for $2,400, while a single 
skin is said to have brou ght $1,000 
The arctic foxes, known as white 
fox and blu e fox, are in great demand 
In 1903 Lampson & Co. sold more than 
20.000 white skins and nearly 3,70C 
blu e ones. Both these skins seems to 
be increasing in valu e. It is not long 
ago since the price of white fox skins 
ranged from $1 to $4. They are now 
said to be worth from $16 to $25, 
while the price of the blu e fox skins 
ru ns from $50 to $75. 
Almost 50,000 wolverine skins were 
sold in London last year, at prices 
ranging from $4 to $b for good skins. 
Of Ru ssian sable nearly 30,000 were 
sold, or three times as many as were 
sold in all London in 1891. These ex- 
pensive fu rs ru n from $2.50 to $75 in 
price bu t occasionally skins are fou nd 
which bring from $250 to 1^50 each

A battered dime lying u pon the 
desk of Chief Wilkie, of the secret 
service, is all that remained of a fa­ 
mou s cou nterfeiting case, writes the 
Washington correspondent of the Chi­ 
cago Tribu ne. 
“This 
coin,” 
said 
Chief Wilkie, “cau sed a panic in a 
hank, distu rbed the bu siness inter­ 
ests of a whole town and pu t this 
bu reau to a great deal of trou ble. 
After we had ru n down the cou nter­ 
feiting from its inception to this little 
coin we dropped the whole thing as 
qu ick as a wink. Why? Becau se the 
cou nterfeit was a genu ine coin and 
there was no plot. 
“The nu mber of wild-goose chases 
the secret service has been obliged to 
u ndertake on 
apparently 
first-class 
evidence of 
wrong-doing 
wou ld, if 
written ou t, make a good-sized book. 
Very often, as in the case of this in­ 
nocent and perfectly good ten-cent 
piece, the people who have first shou t­ 
ed 'cou nterfeit!' have done so with 
nothing better than a genu ine coin or 
note to back u p their charges. Not so 
very long ago we got a flood of com­ 
plaints from the cotton belt of the 
Sou th. 
A qu antity of dangerou s standard 
dollars were circu lating all throu gh 
Mississippi, Lou isiana 
and Georgia, 
we were Informed, and if something 
was not done, and done pretty qu ick­ 
ly, bu siness throu ghou t that section 
wou ld be at a standstill, for no one 
wou ld dare to take any money. We 
ru shed ou t men to the scene of trou ­ 
ble at once, and fou nd that the terrible 
‘cou nterfeits’ were plain, every-day 
silver dollars. W hat had arou sed the 
su spicions in the minds of the bu si­ 
ness people was the fact that all the 
coins were brand new and all of the 
same date.

He was not fifty feet from us.

Instinctiv ely, I applied the 
brake and 
turned 
off 
the currenL 
Then f reached b ack and felt around 
lor that musket. 
Mr. Condon whis­ 
pered, •'Let me shoot him,’ b ut I had 
my hand o n the gun, and was deter­ 
mined to try it 
“Although my whole b ody quaked, 
I managed to take aim and pull the 
trigger.

ORIGtN OF THE CADET GRAY. 


•west Cream Poured Over Pads Which 
Ab sorb All b ut the Fat. 
A committee of the Franklin insti­ 
tute of Philadelphia has just made 
pub lic its report on the Taylor proc­ 
ess for b utter making. 
It is recom­ 
mended that Mr. Taylor receiv e the 
John Scott medal and premium in 
recognition of the v alue of his inv en­ 
tion. 
In this new process sweet cream is 
poured into shallow pans the b ottoms 
o f which are cov ered with ab sorb ent 
pads. 
These pads are composed of 
heav y white b lotting paper supported 
o n Turkish toweling, or some similar 
material, and ab sorb from the cream 
nearly all o f its constituents except 
the fat. 
The cream fat remains as a 
lay er on the surface of the pads and 
after sev eral hours’ standing it may 
he ro lled off. 
In this condition the product con­ 
tains rather too much water and milk 
pro teids; on this account, and b ecause 
o f the ab sence of salt. It does not keep 
v rell. If, howev er, the separated b ut­ 
ter fat be worked and salted in the 
•ame way as the ordinary churned 
pro duct the result is a fine grade of 
hotter. 
The process has the adv antage of 
deepness, since the pads may b e used 
o v er and ov er again, lasting, it Is said, 
fior six months of daily use. The lab or 
o f churning Is av oided and, on ac­ 
count of the use of fresh cream in- 
g tead of that which has stood to ripen 
Bo r sev eral days, the finished product 
keeps b etter than b utter made in the 
o rdinary way . The process has b een 
patented in the United States, Canada, 
Hngland, France and Germany.

First Worn by Regulars Under Gen­ 
eral Scott In War of 1812. 
“Cadet gray,,” the uniform worn b y 
the cadets of the United States Mili­ 
tary Academy at West Point, was sug­ 
gested b y the act of General Winfield 
Scott in adopting It for a 
b ody of 
troops under his command. 
While stationed at Buffalo, in the 
summer of 1814, General Scott wrote 
to the quartermaster for a new sup­ 
ply of clothing for the regulars. Word 
soon came b ack that b lue cloth, such 
as used in the army, could not b e ob ­ 
tained, owing to the stringency of the 
b lockade and the lack of manufacfur- 
ers in the country, b ut that there was 
sufficient gray cloth—now known as 
"cadet gray”—in Philadelphia. 
Scott 
ordered it made up for his soldiers 
and in these new gray 
suits 
they 
marched down the Niagara riv er on 
the Canada side, in the direction of 
Chippewa. 
It was just b efore the 
b attle known b y that name, which oc­ 
curred early in July. 
General Raill, the British command­ 
er, looked upon them with contempt 
when preparing for b attle on 
the 
morning of the 5th, for the Marquis of 
Tweedale, who, with the British ad­ 
v ance, had skirmished with them all 
the day b efore, had reported that they 
were only a "Buffalo militia” and ac­ 
counted for their fighting so well and 
driv ing him into his intrenchments 
north of the Chippewa riv er b y the 
fact that It was the anniv ersary of 
American independence that stimu­ 
lated them. 
On account of the v ictory won at 
Chippewa that day, chiefly b y these 
Boldiers in gray, and In honor of Scott 
and his troops, that style of cloth was 
adopted at the military academy at 
West Point as the uniform of the ca­ 
dets.

That statute was declared un co n sti­ 
tutio n al in state vs. Gran n eman , 132 
Mo ., 326, o n the gro un d that it was a 
spedal law. The co urt held that har­ 
berin g o n Sun day was clearly labo r, 
an d that it was clearly pro hibited by 
sectio n 2240, revised statutes, 18 99. 
which was a gen eral statute, an d ap­ 
plied to all acts o f labo r o n Sun day. 
Nevertheless, fo r so me reaso n , the 
revisin g co mmittee carried the bar­ 
ber act in to the revisio n o f 18 99 as 
sectio n s 2245 an d 2246, altho ugh at 
the bo tto m o f the page they made a 
n o te that the sectio n was un co n stltu- 
tio n al. 
The co urts have n ever held 
at an y time that an y o f the sectio n s 
quo ted abo ve fro m the revised stat­ 
utes o f 1899 were un co n stitutio n al o r 
in an y wise illegal. On the co n trary, 
in the case o f state vs. Gran n eman , 
132. Mo ., 331, the co urt says: “The 
po licy o f o ur laws is to co mpel an o b­ 
servan ce o f Sun day as a day o f rest.” 
In the case o f state vs. Wello tt. 54, Mo . 
App.. 313. the co urt discussed “wo rk 
o f n ecessity.” an d says: “It is hardly 
po ssible to give such a defin itio n o f 
n ecessary wo rk as will meet the re­ 
quiremen ts o f differen t cases. 
It is 
n o t en o ugh that it is mo re co n ven ien t 
to do the wo rk o n Sun day than o n 
o ther days o f the week. 
Gen erally 
speakin g, it o ught to be an un fo rseen 
n ecessity, o r if fo reseen , such as co uld 
n o t reaso n ably have been pro vided 
again st. Neither must the n ecessity 
be o f the party's o wn creatio n .” The 
co urt also held that where the state 
sho ws that the defen dan t wo rked o n 
Sun day, the burden is o n defen dan t 
to sho w that the wo rk was o n e o f n e­ 
cessity, an d also It ho lds that barber- 
in g o n Sun day is n o t a wo rk o f n eces- 
sity. 
In state vs. Ohmer, 34, Mo . App., 
113, the co urt ho lds that the sale o f 
cigars o r to bacco o n Sun day Is In 
vio latio n o f the statute which pro hib­ 
its the sale o f go o ds, wares o r mer­ 
chan dise o n Sun day, an d that, cigars 
an d to bacco are n o t articles o f n eces­ 
sity. They also ho ld 
that by the 
wo rds “articles o f Immediate n eces­ 
sity” is mean t "n ecsslty that Is Imper­ 
io us, an d that co uld n o t reaso n ably

Investigation into the affairs of the 
**gas trust** in New York has revealed 
a queer state of affairs. The Consol­ 
idated Gas company buys most of its 
gas from other companies, paying from 
86 to 40 cents per thousand feet for 
it, and selling it to its own consum­ 
ers, the city being the largest, at |1 
per thousand feet 
Of 
course 
the 
small 
companies 
are 
not 
losing 
money, but the Consolidated Gas com­ 
pany pleads that it is not making a 
profit on its municipal contract and is 
complaining that Its taxes are too 
high. 
As the Consolidated receives 
about 60 cents per thousand feet for 
pumping through its mains the gas 
that other companies make and sell at 
a profit for 38 cents, its contention 
will not have much w eight But, says 
the Commoner, it will show thought­ 
ful men that even municipal owner­ 
ship In Its crudest form could hard­ 
ly h© a h©avier burden on the people 
than the methods used by this arro­ 
gant corporation. 


The decision of th© supreme court 
declaring unconstitutional the 
New 
York law which prohibits a working 
day for bakers of more than ten hours 


or a week ©f more than sixty hours, 
proves to have been less sweeping in 
Its probable effects than was at first 
supposed. The decision does not void 


th© general right of a state to pass 
laws restricting the hours of labor, 
but limits the exercise of the right 
to cases In which it can be shown that 
such limitation involves the safety, 
morals, or the welfare of the public, 
the Nebraska Journal. 
Thus, 
says 
th© court, whil© holding that it is not 
within th© scope of a state to require 
ten hours as a maximum day for bak­ 
ers, since It is not proved that a longer 
day injures the workman, has held 
that the Utah law limiting miners to 
eight hours is sound for the reason 
that a longer day would 
injure the 
workmen. 
Child 
labor 
laws, it is 
readily seen, are not endangered.

SAVED MAN FROM LYNCHING. 


With Winchester at His Shoulder He 
Cut the Rope, and Mob's Victim 
Was Finally Rescued. 


“For cold, unflinching nerve,** said 
the man from Texas, “Cooper Wright, 
sheriff of Clay county, Texas, was the 
leader of all th© men I have ever met. 
He was a small, 
spare 
man, with 
light hair, a gray eye that had the 
blue glitter of steel, and a voice as 
softly modulated as that of a cultivat­ 
ed woman; modest of demeanor, un­ 
assertive, but witnout any other idea 
of fear than that which comes from 
the reading of books. 
Clay county 
is on the Indian Territory border, and 
in the days when he was sheriff it was 
about as rough as you could find in 
any country. 
“Along in the eighties a man named 
Stegall was charged with misusing 
and afterward 
murdering 
his own 
daughter, and public indignation was 
so thoroughly aroused that lynching 
seemed inevitable. 
W right got the 
people quieted down by 
promising 
a speedy trial, and all appeared se­ 
rene until court met, and for some 
reason or other the case was continu­ 
ed. Even then there was no outbreak, 
and the sheriff was lulled Into fancied 
security by the seeming indifference 
of the populace. 
The mob gathered, 
however, just the same. 
“On the day appointed for the exe­ 
cution of the mob’s vengeance Wright 
sat all unsuspecting in his office on 
the second floor of the courthouse, 
and an emissary was sent to turn the 
key in the door from the outside, so 
that he could not appear to interrupt 
the intended 
festivities. 
The 
mob 
then went to the jail, secured Stegall 
and quickly hung 
him 
to a bit of 
scantling across the top of the angle 
in the corner of the high board fence 
surrounding the 
courthouse. 
Here 
the victim was to choke to death. 
“Meanwhile, 
however, 
Sheriff 
W right desired to leave his office and 
stepped to the door to make his exit. 
He found the door locked. 
He knew 
at once the locking had been of de­ 
sign, and it flashed over him in an 
Instant what the design was. Taking 
his W inchester in one hand he swung 
out of the window with the other and 
dropped to the ground. 
“Running quickly 
around to the 
other side of the building he came to 
where the mob was silently watching 
Stegall strangle. Quietly and speedily 
he dashed through the crowd, and be­ 
fore any one realized what was taking 
place, h© stood In th© com er behind 
the swinging, writhing body, his hack 
to the fence, his W inchesteer cocked 
and thrown against cheek and should­ 
er, a pair of blue-gray eyes fairly flash­ 
ing along the barrel, one hand cares­ 
sing the trigger and tbe other search­ 
ing his pocket for his clasp knife. He 
was also saying; 'Boys, I am going to 
cut this man down and take him back 
to Jail. 
I don’t want to hurt any of 
you, for I reckon you are my friends; 


of removing the bullet from the spine 
and splicing three shattered vertebrae 
with silver wires. 
The effect of the 
operation was to relieve the pressure 
on the spinal cord which had caused 
the paralysis. 
Since this operation 
the paralysis has gradually decreased, 
and it is expected in time to disappear 
entirely. 
Tripp was shot accidentally while 
camping with friends. Eminent physi­ 
cians of the stat© a tte n d ^ him, but 
pronounced his

Hearing that* a 
Philadelphia woman 
who 
had been 
shot In the same way had been cured 
by the spinal operation, Tripp insist­ 
ed on coming here to undergo it.

Sh op s of th is 
kind simp ly swarm in th e Ru ssian 
cap ital, bu t all th e same th e Jap anese 
p rosp ered ex ceedingly . In v iew of th e 
big bu siness h e anticip ated at th e 
Easter festiv ities du ring th e following 
sp ring th e tea merch ant got ov er fiv e 
of h is fellow-cou ntry men as assistants. 
Th ese were all ex tremely agreeable, 
tactfu l y ou ng fellows, wh o qu ickly 
ingratiated th emselv es with th e aris­ 
tocratic clientele of th e sh op . 
Bu t, desp ite th e p rosp erity of th eir 
bu siness, th e Jap anese did not seem 
h ap p y . Th eir melanch oly was notic­ 
ed, and at last th ey confessed th eii^ 
secret 
Th ey did not in th e least 
mind leav ing Jap an; th ey were de­ 
ligh ted with Ru ssia. Wh at th ey did 
not like was to remain foreigners on 
th e soil of th eir adop ted cou ntry . 
Th eir dearest wish , th ey said, was to 
become natu ralized Ru ssians, and to 
be admitted into th e Orth odox ch u rch . 
Th e idea ap p ealed to th e aristocrat­ 
ic cu stomers of th e tea sh op , and in 
du e cou rse th ey were admitted Into 
th e Orth odox ch u rch and made Ru s­ 
sian citizens. 
Sh ortly after th is th e fiv e new Ru s­ 
sians wanted to 
get 
married and 
fou nd families. Once more th eir cu s­ 
tomers interested th emselv es on th eir 
beh alf. Brides were fou nd in th e 
sh ap e of p retty y ou ng Ru ssian work 
girls, dowries p rov ided by su bscrip ­ 
tion, and tbe marriage ceremony du ly 
p erformed. ’Time went on, ch ildren 
were born and ev ery th ing in th e v ari­ 
ou s mcnages seemed to be most satis­ 
factory , wh en su ddenly th e war broke 
ou t. Two day s later th e Ru ssian-Ja 
p anese teamen h ad all disap p eared 
leav ing th eir wiv es and families be­ 
h ind th em in S t Peterbu rg. St Pe­ 
tersbu rg society was 
flabbergasted. 
Th e confidences it h ad u nfortu nately 
imp arted to th e teamen went to To­ 
ky o in th e form of p riv ate rep orts to 
th e Jap anese general staff, wh ile th e 
h eroes -of th e story , all cap tains or 
lieu tenants in th e Jap anese army , 
went h ack to th eir resp ectiv e reg!
